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Scope of Perm't

The hazardous waste rules at N J. A C 7:26G were adopted by the New
Jersey Departnent of Environnmental Protection on Cctober 21, 1996.
By this adoption, the Departnent "incorporated by reference" (wth
limted exception) the July 1, 1993 version of the Federal
hazardous waste regulations found at Parts 124, 260-266, 268 and
270, Title 40 of the Code of Federal Regulations (C.F.R). Those
provi sions of the Federal regulations which were not incorporated
by reference are listed in the State regulatory adoption.
Addi ti onal changes to the New Jersey hazardous waste rules wll be
necessary to address Federal regul ations adopted subsequent to July
1, 1993. The Departnent anticipates addressing these subsequent
Federal regulations in a regulatory adoption sonetinme in 1997.

This permt, along with the referenced permt application docunents

herein specified, shall constitute the sole Hazardous Waste
Facility Permt for the operation of a hazardous waste storage and
transfer facility by Safety-Kleen Corporation located in

Sout hampton  Townshi p, Burlington County, New Jersey. Any
registration, Approval or Permt previously issued by the Ofice of
Permtting or its predecessor agencies is hereby superseded. The
permttee need not conply with the conditions of this permt to the
extent and for the duration such conpliance is authorized by an

energency permt (40 CF.R ' 270.61).

Section | of this permt contains the general conditions applicable

to all hazardous waste facilities. Section Il of this permt
contains general conditions applicable to Safety-Kl een's hazardous
wast e managenent activities. Section IIl of this permt contains

specific conditions applicable to the Safety-Kl een facility.

Description of Hazardous Waste Activities
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This permt authorizes the permttee to accept hazardous wastes
generated by Safety-Kleen custoners for storage prior to transfer
of the wastes to authorized reclamation facilities. Hazar dous
wast es consisting of spent parts washer fluids are stored in two
(2) aboveground storage tanks, each with a capacity of 15,000
gal l ons. Hazardous wastes including spent parts washer fluids, dry
cl eaning waste, paint waste, photographic waste and refrigeration
waste are stored in two (2) container storage areas with a total
capacity of 8,576 gallons.

The permt does not authorize the disposal of hazardous waste on-
site.

The analysis results of final
rinse water sanple and the rinse water blank
sanple shall be submtted to the Departnent at
the address listed in Condition 11(a) of Section
Il of this permt within sixty (60) days from
the date of sanpling.

(4 Wthin two hundred forty (240) days from the
date of inplenentation of the closure plan, when
closure is conpleted, the owner or operator
shall submt to the Departnent, at the address
listed in Condition 11(a) of Section Il of this
permt, by registered nail, a certification that
t he hazardous waste managenent unit or facility,
as applicable, has been closed in accordance
with the specifications in the approved closure
plan and the conditions of this permt. The
certification nust be signed by the owner or
operator and signed and seal ed by an i ndependent
prof essi onal engineer registered in the State of

New Jer sey.

(5) The Departnent Wil | review the submtted
certification and rinse water analysis results
and wll conduct a closure certification
inspection. If the rinse water analysis results

are determned to be satisfactory and there is a
satisfactory closure certification inspection,

the closure certification will be accepted by
the Department and the closure wll be deened
conpl et e.

(c) The permttee shall keep a copy of the closure plan
and all revisions to the plan at the facility unti
closure is conpl et ed.

(d) The permttee shall anend the closure plan any tine
changes in operating plans or facility design affect
the closure plan or whenever there is a change in the

expected year of <closure of the facility. The
permttee nmust conply with the requirenments cited at
40 CF.R ' 264.112(c)(3) for anendnent of closure
pl an.

(e) The permttee shall notify the Departnent at |east
forty five (45) days prior to the date the permttee
expects to begin closure, except in cases where the
facility's permt is termnated or if the facility is
otherwise ordered by judicial decrees or conpliance
order to close. The date when the owner or operator
"expects to begin closure” shall be wthin thirty
(30) days after the date on which the owner or
operator expects to receive the final volunme of
wast es.

Additional Part B Permt Application Requirenents
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The permttee shall submt a detailed description of
procedures to be carried out in response to | eaks or spills
and when shutting down or repairing a leaking tank as

required in Condition 1(b)7 of this Section within 180 days
of the date of permt reissuance.
